Applicants' arguments, filed on 12/1/05, have been approved and entered. They 
have been fully considered. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous 
office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are 
either newly applied or reiterated. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 106-109 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 106 is vague and indefinite because it is disclosed that E and F can 
replace any H of A and C. However it is unclear of what are exactly E and F. The claim 
only cites that at least one of E and F includes a bicyclic ring system. Therefore if one 
includes a bicyclic rind system what is the other supposed to be? 

Claim 107 is vague and indefinite because the structure shows an integer c 
however c is not defined in the claim. Therefore it is unclear if it has the same meaning 
as the integer n of claim 106.
